At least one error upon which reissue is based is described as follows: that the "millimole" language at column 3, 
line 52 and column 4, line 51 is an obvious typographical error in that "millimole" was intended to be "millimolar" in 
the specified concentration range as "millimolar is a unit of concentration while "millimole" is not; 

that the phosphonate salt formula at column 8, lines 27-35 contains an obvious typographical error in that 
the bond between P and R2 has to be a single bond rather than a double bond as shown; 

that the specification at column 8, lines 49-50 and claim 1 at column 1 0, line 26 contains an obvious 
typographical error in that the term "alkinyl" was clearly intended to be "alkynyl"; and 

that the Patentee did not claim all that he had the right to claim in the patent in that the method of the 
invention was not claimed in an alternative fashion reciting the materials used in the preparation of the first and 
second salts, such alternative method being clearly supported in the specification of the patent.
